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“BATTLES AT THE GREAT WALL,

(Daily Press, lat May.) 
Though. the detaiis are by no means clear 
yet, it is plain from various telegrams re. 
ceived from the North that serious fighting 
has occurred within the lust ten days in the 
province of Chihli. An Ostasiatische Lloyd 
telegram from’Peking, on the 28rd ult., re- 
ported news frem Paotingfu that a Franco- 
German expedition reached the Great Wall 
on the previous day. The troops of General 
Liv Kuane-tsvl, it was stated, had retired 
behind the Wall before the truops reached 
- there and offered no resistance. The ex- 
pedition was therefore to return. According 
to Japanese telegrams the ostensible object 
of the Franvo-German expedition was to 
crush the remnants of “ Boxer” bands. 
It is plain, however, from later despatches 
that something far more serious than Boxer 
bands was encountered, and the stutoment 
that the expedition was to return was ab- 
surdly premature The telegram which 
reached us late on Monday night brought 
the substance of Count von WALDERSEE’S 
official report of serious fighting at the 
Grent Wall of China. The dates of the 
battles are furnished by the Ostasiatische 
Lloyd telegram, which appeared iu the 
China Mail, as the 23rd and 24th. April ; 
and the exact places are fixed us a little 
: to the north of the Huailu Pass on | 
the first day, and the Kukuan Pass on the 
second. The German force, under the com- 
maud of General Kerrier, was arranged 
in four columns, and on the 28rd ult. an 
_ attack was made on the Chinese fortresses, 
which were not.captured u:.til-after eleven 
hours’ fighting. ithe 24th a Chinese 
force of 6,000 or 8,000 men, entrenched, it 
is stated, in front of the French :at Kukuan 
Pass, was attacked and routed. Count 
Von WaLpEEsze’s report, however, makes 
it look as if the Chinese were the attacking 
party, for it is said that they were “ every- 
where repulsed and were pursued to 
Kukuan.”. The German losses are put, on 
the’ same authority, at seven killed and 
‘thirty-two wounded, while they captured 
thirteen quick-firing guns.

THE SPECIAL JURY GRIEVANCE,

(Datly. Press, 8rd May.) 

The question raised at the Supreme Court 
yesterday morning by, Mr. E. Oszorne, 
foreman of the special jury summoned for a 
small civil ease, concerning a trade dispute 
of no vital gravity, was one of very great 
interest.and importarce to all business men 
in Hongkong. -When the time arrived for 
commencement. of the case, Mr. OsBorne 
brought forward the following protest :— 
“(1). Is it necessary in the interests of: 
“justice that a special jury should ba called 
“for this case?. (2). Is it in the interest 
“and fot the benefit of the community that 
“we should ‘be called upon at great personal 
“inconvenience, and possible loss, to devote 
“valuable time over a case of this kind ? 
(3). If these questions cannot be answered 
‘in the affirmative, we would n:ost respect- 
“fully protest at being c.mpelled to sarve,” 
Mr. Osporxe went on to say that the 
ease which the jury had been called upon 
to try was only a trivial trade dispue 
His Tordship the Chief Justice could 
settle equally well without the aid of a 
jury. Mr. Ossorne therefure asked that 
His Lordship should either disallow a 
jury in the case in question or direct

But apart 
from the fact that the merchant would. be 
summoned to the Supreme. Court to pay 
this fine, there is the undignified nature uf 
the procceding, from which the head of a. 
leading loca! firm might well shrink. And 
th n there: is the case of the principal 
architects, brokers, etc., to whom absence 
from their ordinary duties might not only 
mean loss of time, but also absolute loss of 
business, involving possibly large sums of 
money. Except for a matter of absolutely 
the first importance to the Colony it is 
unfair to call upon such persons to sacrifice 
théir lawful business. we 
The Chief Justice mst -the complaint 
brought forward by Mr. OsporNE in am xt 
sympathetic manner, and released the jury 
from their atteniance..

THE SPECIAL JURY QUESTION.

In the Supreme Court on) the 2nd inst., a 
special jury was summoned to try a civil case, 
the Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Co. against 
B. Rigold and Bergmann and Melchers and 
Co. This was an action brought by the Con- 
densed Milk Company to restrain the defendaht 
firms from selling and exporting condensed 
milk and from using o certain trade mark 
known as the “Farm Brand” mark. The 
' following gentlemen wers called as jury :— 
Messrs A. G. Morris, R. Cooke, J. W. Bolles, 
G. L. Tomlin, W. H. Ray, B. Lawton and E. 
Osborne. Hereupon Mr. Osnorns, the Fore- 
man of the Jury, addressing His Lordship 
the Chief Justice, said :— 

“ My Lord, with your Lordship’s permission 
and with the concurrence of the other members 
of the jury, [should like to ask the following 
questions :— ; 

; “Is it necessary in the intorests of justice 
that a special jury should be called for 
this casa? 

“Ts it in the interest, and for the bonofit, 
of the community, that we should be 
called upon at great personal incon- 

\\¥enience, and possible loss, to devote 
; valuable time over a case of this kind? 

“If these questions cannot ba answered in 
the affirmative, we would most res- 
pectfully protest. at being compelled 
to serve, 

“The case which we have been called upon to try 

is not one in which the interests of justice are 

concerned, but some trivial trade dispute which 
could be equally well settled by your Lordship 
without the aid of a jury; and under these cir- 
cuinstances we ask your Lordship not to allow 

@ jury in this case, or if that is not possible to 

direct that each of us be paid $100 a day to

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


With: regard to. the general question, either 
party to a suit had, according the existing Coie 
of.

THE NEW LOCAL STEAMSHIP LINE. 

A certain steambout company, founded by 
Chinese and «thers, intends to runaline of 
river steamers between Canton, Hongkong, and 
Macao, and wants to construct a wharf on the 
river-bank faciug Ke3 Cheong Street. The 
inhabitants of this and other streets near by 
strongly oppose the schame, as they consider it 
would be an obstruction and great inconvenience 
to them to have such a wharf near by, which may 
open a way for the thieves to escape, and an 
easy ingress into the streets. The inhabitants 
gathered together te the number of over a | 
thousand men, carrying lanterns on which were | 
painted the characters “Beg favour,” and 
went to the Viceroy's yamen to state their griev- | 
ance in a petition, and ask His Excellency to 
vefuse permission for the construction of such 
a wharf. His Excellency replied ina rescript 
that he would refer the matter to the Magistrate 
and the Harbour Master of the Customs for 
investigation and report. 

ARMS SMUGGLING. 

It is reported that.a large quantity of fire- 
arms have been smuggled in by Wuchow. and 
West River by various methods to supply the 
rebels. One of these methods was to put the 
rifles in a coffin and mark thereon the name 
of the dead, and his family and the street it 
was to be taken to. pon enquiry it was 
found that no such family existed in that place. 
It was entirely, a bogus affair, and on opening 
the coffin a great quantily of firearms was 
discovered. 

PLAGUE IN CANTON. 

Plague bas made its annual appearance again 
in Canton, especially in the locality known as 
Tin Sum, in the Western suburb, In one street ! 
several families have died within twelve hours. 
Every year between spring and summer the 
disease reappears, owing, some say, to the bad 
state of the weather, the moisture, and the re- 
cent rain penetrating and saturating thoroughly 
the soil, « hich brings forth in a sort of vapour 
the germ of the plague. The underclothing, | 
socks, shoes, and othor things of those who. 
have died of plague are gencrally burnt in front | 
of the house, thus rendering the spread of | 
the disease much easier and quicker, while the ° 
ashes of the burnt articles are thrown into the 
river to be carried to distant places. 

ATTEMPTED BLACKMAIL BY PIBATES. 

Some pirates in the village of Luk Lao, Shun ; 
Tak district, sent letters in the name of Lew 
Man, the pirate chief, and others, to Wong. 
Sing the Magistrate there, demanding the 
payment of 5,000 taels blackmail; to Co'ouel j 
‘Ying Son of 3,000 taels; and to Li Ka Cheuk, 
General in command of the army, 5,000 taels. | 
The General was formerly a captain in charge 
of some soldiers to protect Shameen, but was 
subsequently promoted to be a general. As goon 
as be received the letter he became highly 
enraged, and offered a reward of fine hundred 
dollars for the apprehension of the pirate chief 
Lew Man. The letters threaten to seize the 
officials and burn their yamen if the money is 
not forthcoming. :

PUBLIC DISAPPROVES POLICE PRACTICES. 
During the last two or three months Manila 
has witnessed a series of hasty and even violent 
arrests under the orders of the military, which . 
have done much to hurt not only the anthorities 
but also Americans in general, in the eyes’ of 
the public and especially in the opinion of 
foreigners and natives, One ef the worst 
features of the cases is that, while at first a 
deep mystery has been made by the police officers, _ 
accompanied by @ great fuss and sensation and 
praise of the alert officers on the part of the 
papers, as time wears on the whole thing is 
generally forgotten ; the “horrible criminals ” 
and “cowardly traitors” and ‘systematic 
swindlers” are apparently forgiven or re- 
leased on bond or allowed their liberty, and 
that is the end of it, so far as the public 
is concerned. This policy does not result 
beneficially for the military government; 
on the contrary it works much harm, as it 
weakens the faith of the public and opens the 
way for numerous false impressions and ramours 
to come from the fertile brains of the hundreds 
of past masters of intrigue and sensation, who 
thrive in the heterogeneous population of 
Manila. It is common talk that the authorities 
are afraid to prosecute these persons arrested 
because a thorough trial would bring out the 
rottenness and corruption of the present 
adminstration. People say that the conviction 
of some of the persons who have been 
arrested and later released would involve : 


many high officials, I doubt if any sane- 
minded, responsible person believes these 


things, but nevertheless there are ‘many. who. 
accept them greedily and derive much com-- 
fort in them, and at the same time they furnish 
the sensation-searchers with excellent material. © 
The police officers who have carried on this 
policy have been too hasty or over-zealous and 
no doubt inexperienced. A good many changes 
have been made in the police department, per: 
‘haps because the positions were filled by; 
Volunteer officers whose regiments were return 
ing to the United States, and perhaps also be 
cause they went ahead too fast without sufficient. 
grounds, or in other words they ‘ bit off more 
than they could chew” or conveniently handle.

WITNESSES FLEE FROM MANILA. 

Some of the principal witnesses have dis- 
appeared from Manila. One has made his 
escape to Anstralia and another one is heading 
for Japan. A good many arrests Lave been 
made in connection with these cases and some 
of them have been unnecessarily hasty, even 
approaching violence. One gentleman, who is, 
I believe, desired only asa witness, was taken 
away from his home in the evening by a soldier 
who ordered him to report immediately to the 
police headquarters, where he was released under 
2,500 ;bonds; another was taken out of his 
office and marched off like an ordinary thug. 
Another man was arrested at a pace of 
public amusement and very foolishly kicked 
up a row. and yesisted arrast, but he was 
landed in gaol and very promptly taught to 
respect the officers of the law. This last was 
Mr. Macondray, and after a trial hy the Inferior 
Court he has beon sentenced to thirty days in 
Bilibid Prison for resisting arrest and using 
violent language. . Mr. Macondray has been in 
business in Manila for about two years and he 
is not ignorant of military law. His case 
ghould serve asa good lesson. The natives will 
soon begin to think that the American popula- 
tion is made up of a lot of scoundrels and com- 
mon criminals. An occasional prompt investiga- 
tion and punishment does more good as an 
object lesson toa turbulent. public than a score

A military official has memorialised the Court 
that the Chinese field force-is still capable of 
resisting the Allies. The Empress Dowager 
tore the memorial up in a rage. ; 

The Je Je reports some Indian soldiers have 
been marauding in the village of Chang Chia- 
chuang, and when the gentry with the native 
police tried to stop them, they fought and 
wounded some. 

According to the same paper, the Chinese 
are complaining that Indian soldiers at the rail- 
way stations prevent them from going on the 
trains, and many Chinese have to bribe them 
heavily before they can get a passage. We 
suspect that the men so stopped are trying to 
get their rides for nothing. 

Viceroy Lin has enlisted all the fishing junks 
at the mouth of the river Yangtsze as naval 
reserve boats. His ostensible reason is to pre- 
vent them becoming pirates, but as the fisher- 
men are expert seamen and divers, the Chih 
Pao opines he has them in view for defonsive 
purposes. 

The Chinese have again broken out, appar- 
ently near Paotingfu, and again destroyed, the 
railway at Kan-pah-tien, They will not help 
the negotiations much in this way. There has 
been some fighting, and French and German 
troops have left for Paoting. Gen. Ma is re- 
ported to be threatening renewed hostilities. 

An explosion occurred at the Cheng-ke ar- 
senal, Peking, now occupied by the Germans, 
the day before yesterday at tea o'clock in the 
morning. Soeroral soldiers and one officer are 
reported to have been killed, and many wounded. 
Three rifles were carried by the explosion as far 
as Li Hung-chang’s residence: the old Viceroy 
was much startled. 

The condition of affairs at the Tong-shan 
pits is steadily improving and the water is 
slowly but surely diminishing in the ‘workings. 
The pit at Linsi is being worked at full pres- 
gure and the output is close on four hundred 
tonsa day. This coal is not being stacked but 
is finding its way to Tongku, although break 
of carriage and portage are necessary at Han- 
ku bridge. 

We understand that a telegram has been 
received from Bishop Scott to the effect that 
the Anglican Mission in North China will 
make no claims whatever, private or corporate, 
against the Chinese Government for the 
dreadful loss of life and property brought about 
by the recent troubles. Whatever we may 
think of this policy os a bit of worldly wisdom 
those of us who know our good diocesan will 
feel no surprise that he has taken such high 
ground and refuses to barter the blood of his 
martyrs for sycee. We hear the Bishop will 
not return till the autumn.

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PREss.” 

- Hongkong, 29th April. 
Sre,—Will you allow me a little space in 
your widely read paper to reply to your corres- 
pondent C.V.L.? The fact which I alluded 
to in my letter of the 22nd instant, is fully 
described by G. Eug. Simon in his work La 
Cité Chinoise. The author, who was represen- 
tative of France in China, mentioned even the 
name of the m‘ssionary who attempted to rob 
the Royal graves in Corea, with such disastrous 
tconsequences. I have heard that this mission- 
ary was a bishop or vicar-general. Mr. Simon 
also explained the cause which led to massacre 
-of Tientsin n 1870. It was not, as generally 
reported, because Chiuese thought that sisters 
of charity, bought children to extract their eyes 
for medical purpose. I do not see why C.V.L. 
should sneer at those who, having devoted for 
many years some spare hours to the study of 
Sociology, venture to suggest means of securing 
a durable peace and prosperity in the Far East, 
The system adopted by modern missionaries, 
has proved a complete failure, and brought on 
wars and great calamities. It is most un- 
christian, inhuman and uzeless to resort again 
to brutal force. Mr. Michie in his very in- 
structive lecture, lately delivered at the City 
Hall, has pointed out the evils. Why should 
not the Great Powers try to remedy them? 
Will C.V.L. explain why it is that ag a rule, 
only the missionaries of the Great Powers that 
get in troubles with the Chinese? I have read 
in an American magazine that Bishop Piazzoli, 
who knows Chinese well, told a reporter of a 
paper in Milan, that in his opinion the mission- 
aries should not be under any protection what- 
ever. This is the humble and admirable tenet 
of primitive Christianity.—Yours, etc.,

Srz,—If I may revert for a moment to m 
letter in your issue of Monday last, 21st april, 
I must acknowledge the justice of your correc- 
tion. I should have expressed myself more 
gorrectly had I said that I took exception 
to what.appeared to me the assumption, or 
intimation, which seemed to accompany your 
remarks, that certain missionary bodies, more: 
or less particularised, did actually hold the 
principle, and knowingly lend themselves to 
the policy, which you justly characterised with 


And now, will you kindly let me refer again 
to a point in Mr. Michie's lecture. It may not 
be a matter of great importance in itself, whe- 
ther or not the Jesuits plotted dgainst a Chinese 
Eimperor in the 1$th century, but it is of 
some importance in Mr. Michie’s argumeit, 
as it was referred to as showing that missionaries 
are{inclined to forget their proper sphere and 
functions, and give themselves up to political 
intrigue. There were only three Emperors of 
the 18th century against whom the Jesnits 
‘eould possibly have plotted: Kang-hsi, who 
reigned until 1723; Yung-ching, 1723-1736; 
Khien-lung, whose reign clasted to wthin 
four years of the end of the century, when the 
Jesuits, for a very good re:son, were no longer 
able to plot. Under each of thesa three Em- 
perors, the Jesuits were at court as astronomers 
and in other capacities, and enjoyed’ uninter- 


af. rupted marks of imperial favour and protection. 


It would be, then, to say the least, interesting, 
were there any eridence that they ‘had ever 
plotted against the Emperor, without losing 


i the privilege of remaining in the capital, when 


all other missionaries were banished.- I am far 


‘from controverting Mr. Michie’s position con- 
- cerning the harm arising from the mixing of 


religious and political questions; I only judge 


~ it.unfortunate that some of his references may. 
- “not be entirely exact. This one, for instance, 
‘and perhaps‘another, to which I may refer on 


another occasion. .. ..

These 
excellent qualities of character, together with 
his scientific accomplishments and his mastery 
of the Chinese language, made him an accept- 
able person to the Emperor Yung-ching, hostile 
as that Emperor was towards tho Christian

I do not know what M. Simons’ 
sources of information were, but even sup- 
posing that they had a priest for guide, or, 
at the very worst, granting that they were 
encouraged or aided by the Catholic mis- 
sionaries—is 8 common marauding expedition, 
as it was, to be taken as a sample of what 
missionaries are doing in Chins, and real 
missionary work be condemned for such go 
cause’ The thing is absurd! 

I am only amused where with what he calls 
“venturing to suggest means, &c.," he comes 
forward with his dictum as to the “only way” 
to settle one of the most obscure and tangled 
questions of modern times—it is so simple. His 
arraignment of their iniquities and “ blameful 
proceedings,’ and “the system adopted by 
modern missionaries ” has great comprehensive- 
ness, and the gist of it all semes to ba that he 
would suppress them altogether, not seeing that 
he is making himself somewhat ridiculous in 
ignoring a force which has made changes in the 
face of the world from Moses -to Joseph 
Smith. Iam afraid to tackle his conundrums 
about the Great Powers, and will not try. 

It seems to me that. in spite of some failure, 
a certain amount of charity ought to be 
extended to a body of people who have as their 
one declared object the elevation and improye- 
ment of the people of China morally and 
materially ; and, the assertion of many well-in- 
formed persons to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, there is a great need of it:—Thanking you
